The Clerk read letter from Hon. Mr. Tanner, resigning as 
Speaker of the Assembly on his acceptance of the portfolio 
of Minister of Lands and Mines. 


The Clerk of the Legislative Assembly read the following 
certificate which had been delivered to him by the Clerk of 
the Executive Council: 


To the Clerk of the Legislative Assembly, 
of the Province of Alberta: 


This is to certify that by virtue of a Writ of Election, dated 
the Fifth day of November, 1936, issued by His Honour the 
Lieutenant Governor and addressed to Henry Octave Verst- 
raete, of Falher, as Returning Officer for the Electoral Divi- 
sion of Grouard, for the election of a Member to represent the 
said Electoral Division in the Legislative Assembly of Alberta 
in the room of Leonidas Alcidas Giroux (by reason of whose 
death, since his election as representative of the said Electoral 
Division of Grouard, the said seat has become vacant: 


JOSEPH HARRY TREMBLAY has been returned as duly 
elected to represent the said Electoral Division, as appears by 
the Return of the said Writ of Election which is now lodged 


of record in my office.

Edmonton, Friday, January 8th, 1937. 


The Member, having been duly sworn in by The Honour- 
able The Administrator and having subscribed to the Roll 
containing the Oath took his seat. 


The Honourable The Administrator entered the Assembly 
and took his seat on the Throne: 
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The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“T am commanded by the Honourable The Administrator 
to inform you that he does not see fit to declare the causes of 
the summoning of the present Legislature of this Province 
until a Speaker of this Assembly shall have been chosen ac- 
cording to law; but later today, after being duly advised of 
the appointment of a Speaker The Honourable the Adminis- 
trator will declare the causes of the calling of this Legis- 
lature’. 


The Honourable The Administrator then retired from the 
Assembly. 


The Premier, The Honourable William Aberhart, addres- 
sing the Clerk, nominated Peter Dawson, Member for the 
Electoral Division of Little Bow, to take the chair of this 
Assembly as Speaker, seconded by the Honourable John W. 
Huegill. 


The Clerk, having asked if any Honourable Member had 
another name to propose as Speaker, and no other name be- 
ing proposed the Clerk of the Assembly then declared “That 
Peter Dawson is duly appointed Speaker of this Legislative 
Assembly according to Law’’. 


The Speaker retired, and re-entered the Assembly, robed, 
accompanied by his Mover and Seconder, and standing on the 
upper step of the dais, thanked the Assembly for the honour 
conferred upon him in the following speech: 


“Honourable Membergy’’ 


“T thank you for the high honour you have conferred up- 
on me by electing me as your Speaker. 


“In accepting this high honour I realize something of the 
great responsibility that has been placed upon me in main- 
taining the rules, orders, regulations and best traditions of the 
Legislative Assembly. 


“TI therefore rely confidently upon the loyal co-operation 
of all Honourable Members in upholding the valued usages 
of this Assembly”’. 


The Speaker then took his seat and the Mace was placed 
on the table by the Sergeant-at-Arms. 


The Honourable The Administrator returned to the As- 
sembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


Mr. Speaker then said: 


“May it please you Honourable Sir, the Legislative As- 
sembly have elected me as their Speaker, though I am but 
little able to fulfill the important duties thus assigned to me. 
If in the performance of those duties I should at any time fall 
in error I pray that the fault may be imputed to me and not 
to the Assembly, whose servant I am, and who, through me, 
the better to enable them to discharge their duty to their 
King and Country, hereby claim all their undoubted rights 
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and privileges, especially that they may have freedom of 
speech in their debates and access to your person at all suit- 
able times; and that their proceedings may receive from you 
the most favourable construction”’’. 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“T am commanded by The Honourable The Administrator 
to declare to you that he freely confides in the duty and at- 
tachment of the Assembly to His Majesty’s person and Gov- 
ernment and not doubting that their proceedings will be 
conducted with wisdom, temper and prudence he grants and 
upon all occasions will recognize and allow their constitu- 
tional privileges. 


“T am commended also to assure you that the Assembly 
shall have ready access to The Honourable The Administrator 
upon all suitable occasions and all their proceedings as well 
as their work, and actions will constantly receive from him 
the most favourable construction”’. 


The Honourable The Administrator then read the follow- 
ing Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


MR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE 
ASSEMBLY : 


It is my privilege and pleasure to welcome you to the 
Third Session of the Eighth Legislative Assembly of the Pro- 
vince of Alberta. 


At the first Session of this Legislature, a year ago, we re- 
joiced in the ascendency to the Throne of His Majesty, King 
Edward the Eighth. In the interval since that time, King 
Edward renounced the high honour of His Office, and His 
Brother, now King George the Sixth, and Queen Elizabeth 
have succeeded Him to the Throne. 


An opportunity will be given you to approve a resolution, 
embodying a message of loyal devotion and affection to the 
throne and person of His Gracious Majesty, King George the 
Sixth and our much adored Queen Elizabeth. 


We humbly petition Almighty God to vouchsafe to His 
Majesty, guidance, wisdom, and strength for a long, prosper- 
ous and happy reign in these most difficult of world conditions. 


It is expected that the Province of Alberta will be repres- 
ented in London at the Coronation Ceremonies on May the 
Twelfth and that appropriate arrangements will be made for 
celebrations in Alberta. 


Before referring to the matters of immediate business of 
this Legislature, and on behalf of all assembled, I wish to pay 
tribute to the memory of the late Member for Grouard Con- 
stituency, who died since last we met. Mr. Giroux at all 
times brought to the deliberations of this Assembly a high 
sense of duty and a loyal devotion to the interests of the 
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Province, while his kindly personality and genial spirit caused 
him to be greatly esteemed by all. 


At your first Session, a year ago, your attention was called 
to the adverse economic and agricultural conditions caused by 
the hail, frost and pest calamities affecting the previous year’s 
erops, which called for the strictest economy and the most 
eareful administration of agricultural assistance. My Govern- 
ment met the situation bravely and has efficently carried our 
citizens over a difficult situation. 


At this time it is my duty to remind you that your task is 
no less this year. Unfortunately our Province, especially in 
the south and east, has experienced one of the worst droughts 
in its history. You will be asked to make adequate provisions 
for feed for live stock, and seed for next year’s crop which 
it is hoped may be abundant. 


It is well to bear in mind that the basic causes of these 
great economic calamities lie beyond the power and jurisdic- 
tion of this Assembly and that these major problems should 
be met on a broad national scale. 


My Government wishes to express on behalf of our citizens 
its appreciation to the Government of Canada for coming to 
the aid of our distressed people in the drought area by furn- 
ishing relief for the people in distress and feed for the main- 
tenance of the impoverished live stock. 


Much credit is due to the Canadian Red Cross Society for 
its valuable assistance in this regard, and our thanks are due 
to all those who responded so generously to the appeals made 
on behalf of those suffering in distressed areas. 


Unemp!oyment relief continues to be the major problem of 
the Government. 


To bring some measure of relief, many road projects as 
well as agricultural placements and rehabilitations have been 
carried out as extensively as finances would permit. 


Increased employment has been brought about by enlarged 
industrial progress, and by the development of our natural 
resources. It is gratifying to note that the oil and gas pro- 
duction of the Province shows a very promising advancement 
and it is anticipated that a very substantial amount of develop- 
ment work in this industry will be undertaken during the 
next few months. 


During the year, many of our people, who have, for so 
long, borne such a load of debt burden, received a substantial 
measure of relief by your debt legislation, not only in the case 
or bonded indebtedness but also in oppressive mortgage 
claims. 


Many of our Municipalities and School Districts still are 
having grave difficulty in meeting their necessary expend- 


itures as well as interest payments under the present system 
of taxation. 


The adjustment and liquidation of private and municipal 
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debts therefore continues to be a question of serious mag- 
nitude and in order further to assist our people in maintain- 
ing themselves until economic conditions can be adjusted, you 
will be asked to give further consideration to the matter of 
debt adjustment and liquidation. 


My Government will ask for permission to approach the 
Government of Canada for the settlement of the Natural Re- 
sources Debt and the School Lands Trust Fund in order that 
you may meet your Bond Maturities and redeem the Saving 
Certificates. 


Notwithstanding this serious economic situation, the health 
of our people during the year was generally good, with the 
exception of a recent influenza epidemic that has distressed 
a number of our citizens during the last few months. A 
special effort to reduce the ravages of tuberculosis was made 
since your last Session. Your consideration will be directed 
at this Session to the offer of the Rockefeller Foundation to 
assist in eradicating spotted fever from the Province of Al- 
berta. 


My Government has ever before it the health needs of our 
people and notwithstanding the scarcity of finances, is endeav- 
ouring to maintain all health services at a high level of effic- 
iency. 


The Report of the Department of Education will reveal a 
greater number of school rooms in operation than ever before. 
Under the Legislation passed at the last Session, eleven large 
Administration Units were organized during the year. These 
are intended to improve rural education, and they include ap- 
proximately eight hundred rural districts. 


Changes in the Courses of Study are progressively being 
made in all grades. These are expected to provide oppor- 
tunities for the better adjustment of the subjects of study to 
the capabilities and interests of the rising generation. 


Provisions will need to be made for greater expenditures 
in the field of education. 


My Government’s policy with respect to the Administration 
of Justice in the Magistrate Courts has shown decided im- 
provement and has resulted in marked efficiency and in sub- 
stantial economies. 


The notable successes obtained by Alberta producers, both 
in live stock and grain, at the Toronto Royal and the Chicago 
International Shows, have again demonstrated the agricultur- 
al possibilities of this Province. 


My Government will continue to give the most careful 
consideration to all measures calculated to promote and stab- 
ilize agriculture. 


A comprehensive programme of construction and recon- 
Se of public highways is being prepared on a five-year 
plan. 


The objects of the programme will be to hard surface the 
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main Trunk Highways; to meet the growing need for better 
roads in the northern part of the Province; and to co-operate 
with the Federal Government in the construction of modern 
roads to Parks and Mining Regions. 


Further enactments regarding the establishment of a new 
Economic Order will be presented for your consideration, in 
order that the distribution and consumption or use of our 
goods and services may be facilitated with greater equity and 
efficiency. 


My Government intends to recommend the setting up of a 
Provincial Marketing Board for the purpose of stabilizing 
and improving the prices of our products. 


Measures dealing with matters of general importance will, 
of necessity, be brought before you, as well as amendments 
for the improvement of certain existing statutes. 


The Public Accounts of the last Fiscal Year, and the Esti- 
mates of Expenditure for the coming Fiscal Year will be sub- 
mitted for your consideration. 


In the preparation of the Estimates my Ministers have had 
regard to the need of the strictest economy in keeping with 
sane, sound government. 


There is need, however, of a viewpoint looking beyond 
the present state of affairs. My Ministers have in contem- 
plation for the near future, a set of Estimates in keeping with 
the potential wealth of the Province and the New Economic 
Order. 


I leave you now to the business of the Session with full 
confidence that you will faithfully discharge your duties and 
responsibilities in the best interests of the general welfare and 
progress of the Province. 


I pray that Divine Providence will guide and bless your 
work. 


The Honourable The Administrator then retired from the 
Assembly.
